Santiago, Chile, Nov. 25.—The decision 
of the British arbitration commission 
in the boundary dispute between Chile 
and Argentina was received here with 
calmness, but with little satisfaction, be¬ 
cause the new demarcatory lines have no 
scientific basis r.nd because, although 
Chile gets the largest amount of land, 
Argentina gets the best land. The Bri¬ 
tish award iu Ihe boundary arbitration 
between Chile and Argentina is a com¬ 
promise between the claims of the two 
countries. The area in dispute was 
about 58,374 square miles. The award 
gives Chile about 33,534 and Argentina 
24,840 square miles. 

Favorable to Chile. 

London, Nov. 20.—A. Bertrand, a 
Chilean expert who testified before the 
British boundary commission, informed 
a representative of the Associated Press 
to-day that he regards the decision ns 
generally favorable to Chile. More than 
half the disputed territory, although not 
the!most valuable portion, is swarded to 
Chile.

Wc have never read of one of the latter 
class finding in tills country any senti¬ 
ment hi favor of a change of flags. And 
the more the country develops the more 
inflexible the determination becomes to 
hold fast the independence we valuer so 
highly. A wide-awake American who 
lately traversed the whole of our North¬ 
west in quest of an opportunity for a 
promising investment confessed he was 
astonished that not a vestige of the feel¬ 
ing he had been told to look for was to 
be discovered '‘with n microscope” in 
any part of the country. The Americans 


pendence, to consider for ourselves 
whether it be consonant with our dignity 
to look to the Mother Country for the 
protection of our coasts in case of trou¬ 
ble. In the matter of internal defence 
there need be no misgivings. Canada 
has now, has had from the beginning of 
her history, a sure defence in her stal¬ 
wart sons. But her development into 
a nation doing business with the world 
which is yearly increasing in importance, j 
has brought with it national obligations. j 
This fact was brought to the attention ' 
of the delegates to the Colonial Confer- ' 
ence.

It Is easy 
to maintain that wo are not doing our 
duty uud that we should contribute to 
the cost of construction and maintenance 
of the navy which would guard our 
coasts and defend our mercantile marine 
! in case of war. Wo have yet to hear 
of a British Minister counselling the re¬ 
linquishment of control over the expen¬ 
diture of funds gathered from British 
taxpayers. Such a procedure would do 
violence to the principle* of constitu¬ 
tional, responsible govern ment.

SPANISH EQUALITY. 

In his article on “Summer Life In An¬ 
dalusia,” Id Harper's, Beniamin Kldgely 
give* an amusing picture ot the curiously 
democratic equality of classes In that 
country: 

“There Is no privacy,” he says. “The 
humblest Individual does not hesitate to 
stand at the club wludowa and blow bln 
smoke In the face* of these who sit withlu. 

If they may look out, he arguen, why may 
not he look la? I have seen .maids enter 
tbe cafes with their ins stem and mistresses, 
aud sit down with the rest of tbe family, 
eating and chatting in the most familiar 
and friendly way with all the family. The 
waiter smokes a cigarette constantly, aud 
In tbe very faces of the people he serves. 
Occasionally he puts his baud Intimately 
on the shoulder of a client, and enter* with 
spirit Into the conversation.

He does not mean to 
be disrespectful. An Andalusian, however 
poor he may be, simply cannot be servile 
or obsequious. He thinks himself as good 
us any man, and bow* and scrapes to 
none. Tbe gilded panorama of plutocracy 
does not impress him. He hup no respect 
for rank or title. A street car conductor 
who works sixteen hoars s day for thlrty- 
flve cents does not take off his hat when 
the Governor-General passes. I sometimes 
wonder If he would condescend to do so 
in the presence of the King himself. I am 
sure, lu any event. If tbe King were by 
some chance to enter his tram car he would 
promptly raid in a very amiable and hos¬ 
pitable way put bla hand on HI* Majesty’s 
shoulder and offer him a cigarette, and a 
very bud one at that. Verily, absolute in¬ 
dependence of personal uctioo, complete 
democracy la the dally walk, exist only In 
Andalusia. 

“It must not be understood by this that

much the same here ns elsewhere, with 
the inevitable ‘smart set’ at the head of 
everything, only here It does not pull Its 
skirts as much aside when the rabble 
pasties.

“The Ilossl&nd camp is steadily piling 
up an increase in ore shipments over 
the best previous year in its history. 
Already the increase in this year’s out¬ 
put, as compared to the production of 
1001, is more than 24,000 tons,” says the 
Uoesla“d Miner. “Five weeks intervene 
before the end of the current year, and 
taking the production at 0,000 tons per 
w eek, on extremely conservative esti¬ 
mate -unless something altogether un¬ 
foreseen turns up. the gain in tonnage 
for the year will pass the 50,000ton 
mark—un exceedingly gratifying record 
nr.d one that points to steady and con¬ 
sistent growth in the mining industry 
of the district. 

“The past week passed somewhat un¬ 
even tfnliy in respect to the actual oper¬ 
ation of the big mines of the camp. The 
shipments of ore were somewhat small¬ 
er than during the preceding week, 
which ia accounted for toy a variety of 
reasons. The Northport smelter had 
more trouble in connection with its 
coke supply, but fortunately this was 
cnly of a temporary nature, and has 
already been remedied. A shortage of 
cars prevented -.he coal company from 
shipping the normal quota of coke to 
the Le Hoi reduction works, and ore 
shipments were slightly curtailed, as 
much of the product was simply being 
piled up in the smelter yards. The car 
shortage has been relieved and no fur¬ 
ther immediate trouble on this score is 
expected. $ 

“The War Ragle and (Centre Star 
shipments fell off slightly, but this is 
tr.ly an iucident of the flow and ebb of 
production. Both properties will main¬ 
tain their 'normal qionthly production. 
Tlw Giant is shipping n-guiarly to Trail, 
but operations are hampered by bad 
reads between the mine and the railroad 
siding. The advent of hard frost will 
remedy this adverse condition and en¬ 
able the company to increase its output 
siniewhot.

RTAINMENT 


Washington, Nov. 24.—The arrangements 
by which the deep sea soundings uud sur¬ 
veys made by tbe Nero, under the direc¬ 
tion of tbe navy department, are to be 
tamed over to tbe Commercial Cable Com¬ 
pany for use In laying tbe Pacific cable be¬ 
yond the Hawaiian Islands were completed 
to-day. The representatives of the cable 
company examined tbe charts at the de¬ 
partment, und expressed themselves as 
highly gratified with tbe thoroughness of 
the work.

From Guam two 
links will be extended, one to Manila and 
tbe other to Yokohama.

O. P. Blcknell Has Returned From a Visit 
to the Orient, 


C. P. Blcknell returned by the steamer 
Olympia to-day after a visit to Shanghai 
and Japanese porta, and reports business 
very dull In the Orient. Thl* la attributed 
to the state of uareat caused by the rls- 
lugs of Chinese against the missionaries In 
all parts of the country. During the short 
time Mr. Blcknell was lu Shanghai con¬ 
siderable stir was caused by the report of 
tbe murder of a miMeiouary la a district 
touching on the Yaug-tse-Klaug. Instruc¬ 
tions were forwarded to execute those Im¬ 
plicated, and as tbe authorities In that dis¬ 
trict failed to obey, a strong expedition 
wha sent by Britain from Shanghai to en- 1 
force the law. 

Mr. Blcknell says that the trip across the 
Pacific by the steamer Kaga Mara was ex¬ 
tremely unpleasant. About 12 days out 
the ship encountered a terrific typhoon. 
All tbe cabins on tbe starboard aide were 
carried away and the saloon wan flooded. 
Two days later another storm waa experi¬ 
enced, but not a» severe as the first. It 
was weathered with little or no damage. 

Shanghai, Mr. Blcknell says, rivals * a 
great many of the prlnctpal cities of the 
States In Che sine of Its bulldlnf* And the 
business transacted by merchants. Chinese 
clerks are employed In most of tbe public 
offices. Including tbe putt office and cus¬ 
toms offices. In the latter, out of a staff 
of ovsr 60, only a few whites were eta-
